IGE program now at 
Tewksbury Junior High 


For the past several years, a cons- 
tant topic of discussion has been the 
placement of Individually Guided 
Education (IGE) program students 
and use of the Center School. This 
fall a new tenant (the Merrimack 
Education Center program for han- 
dicapped children) occupies the 
Center School. But what happened to 
the IGE program? 

Well, the IGE program has found 
a new home, the fourth in its history, 
at the Junior High School 

The program started out in the St 
William's School and moved to the 
Foster School after the school com- 
mittee decided to no longer rent the 
St. William's School, When the 
Foster, Ella Flemings and Old 
Shawsheen Schools were closed by 
the committee in 1981, the IGE pro- 
gram was moved to the Center 
School. Most recently, the IGE pro- 
gram was moved to the Junior High 
School when space there became 
available as a result of moving the 
ninth grade to the high school 

The 120 fifth and sixth graders in 
this elective program can now be 
found hard at work in eight 
classrooms in a separate second 
floor area of the Junior High School. 
The move was made with a 
minimum of fanfare and disruption 

The program now uses five of its 
eight rooms for usual instructional 
purposes. Two of the rooms, former: 
ly connected by a folding door, have 
now been expanded into a large 
media center for multiple purpose 
use. The other room has become a 
work room for teachers, aides and 
volunteer parents, who assist in the 
correction of individualized 


mathematics materials used by 
students 
The eight rooms are separate 


from the classrooms used by regular 
seventh and eight grade Junior High 
Schwol students. That keeps disrup:

The junior marshall is a child 
who is selected from kin- 


dergarten to sixth grade in public 
and parochial schools. Each 
homeroom teacher in each school 
nominates a student and even- 
tually all the nominations are 
filtered down to one 

And that one 
represent about 6,000 children 
and will receive a savings bond. 
Also, the parents of the children 
get to be on the reviewing stand. 
Then, of course, there is the chief 
marshall which is Robert 
Donovan, current president of the 
Lion's Club.

treal, 

Noted as a center for higher 
learning, Montreal has four large 
universities, two English and two 
French, the oldest and most 
famous of which is McGill 


Joseph's 
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Underground Montreal 


A city under a city describes 
underground Montreal with miles 
of subterranean shops, boutiqu 
restaurants, clubs, galleries and 
theaters, all linked by a network 
of air-conditioned passageways 
and the silent rubber-wheeled 
Metro. This modern subway 
system opened in 1966 in con- 
junction with Montreal's Expo. 
Each of its stations is of different 
architecture and decor. It is 
possible for many workers once 
entering the subway to travel 
back and forth to work, shop, eat 
lunch and return home without 
ever going outside — great for 
rainy and cold, snowy da 

The legacy of the 1976 summer 
Olympics remains in the pyramid 
village now converted into 
apartments and a huge stadium 
with a retractable roof with a 
60,000 seating capacity and home 
of severat sports teams including 
the Expos, for which the Mon- 
trealers still are paying the bills. 

Built for the World's Fair, Man 
and His World and LaRonde now 
house an extensive array of 
amusements and cultural 
exhibits. The cubes of Habitat ‘67 
still are in evidence on the 
waterfront 

Driving through the city one is 
impressed with the beautiful 
buildings, many exact copies of 
those in Europe, the high rises, 
some built behind old facades, the 
spacious parks and monuments, 
the million dollar homes in the 
exclusive Westmount section, in 
contrast to the old homes with 
their wrought iron spiral stair 
cases, and a brand new con 
vention center

Parking meters are carefully 
installed well within the 
sidewalks and we were surprised 
by the orderliness of the rush hour 
commuters who automatically 
queued up along the sidewalks to 
wait for the busses — no pushing 
and shoving as we are used to in 
Boston.

Bay Project, called La Grande 
Complex. Since 1971 the region in 
the northern section of Quebec 
province has been the site of one 
of the world’s largest 
hydroelectric projects whose 
purpose is to provide energy for 
today and future generations. The 
James Bay area covers a large 
part of the province but it is 
sparsely populated. 

The ambitious goal is to har: 
ness the power of the La Grande 
River, the main tributary of 
James Bay. At its peak 18,000 
workers have been employed to 
transform the vast system of 
lakes and rivers into an energy 
source which will produce 10,000 
megawatts of electricity from a 
land of ice and snow, The project 
is divided into several phases and 
worksites where powerhouses, 
generating units and stations, and 
dams have been built with 
completion of this first phase to 
be in 1985. 

Due to economic conditions, 
since 1982 there has been a drop in 
demand for electricity resulting 
n Hydro-Quebec having a surplus 
yenerating capacity. A program 
was developed for the sgle of 
surplus energy to other provinces 
aand to the United States.

Many of us have enough money to be con 
cerned about, but not enough to attract pro- 
fessional assistance 

That, says Gordon Ramsey, a partner in 
the Los Angeles office of Coopers & Lybrand. 
an accounting firm, is one reason so many 
people are confused about ali the savings al 
ternatives. They have more choices than ever 
before, but selecting the most effective ones is 
a problem. There are just too many variable 
factors to consider, in addition to the sheer 
number of choices. 

For instance, he notes, there are about 
eight different kinds of certificates of deposit 
(CDs), two new bank accounts (one called 
money market deposit accounts, the other Su 
per NOWs). hundreds of money market mu 
tual funds, at least three different US Trea 
sury securities, a variety of annuities, 
checking and savings accounts. 

As with any purchase. the more money you 
have, the greater selection you have. If you 
have less than $50, you are pretty much 
limited to savings accounts, US Savings 
Bonds, interest-bearing checking accounts, 
and ‘small saver" certificates 

Up to $1,000, the choices increase to in- 
clude more CDs, some money market funds. 
and individual retirement accounts 

It’s at the $1,000 threshold that the choices 
start to broaden significantly. Here you can 
buy some corporate bonds and bond funds. 
most money market funds, Treasury bonds.

Also, any look at general interest rates (as 
inthe accompanying chart) is just that, a gen- * 
eral look. Rates can vary widely around the 
country. For example, a recent issue of Bank 
Rate Monitor, a Miami Beach, Fla., newslet- 
ter that tracks money market deposit and Su 
per-NOW accounts, found a savings-and-loan 
in New York paying 9.05 percent on a money 
market deposit account. Meanwhile,.a bank, 
also in New York, was paying 8.25 percent. A 
Detroit bank was paying 8.4 percent, while a 
Los Angeles bank was paying 8.5 percent. 

Liquidity, the ease and speed with which 
you can get at your money, may also be an 
important consideration in selecting a place 
for your savings. Passbook savings and inter- 
est-bearing checking have excellent liquidity; 
you can get your money almost on demand 
Money market funds are also very liquid; you 
have your money today by writing a check on 
the account, or tomorrow with a phone call 

Certificates of deposit, on the other hand, 
are not very liquid at all. To avold losing in- 
terest and incurring early withdrawal penal 
ties, you must leave them alone for the full 
term. But then, they usually pay a slightly 
higher interet rate for the privilege of keeping 
your cash out of reach. 

‘Some fixed and variable annuities have 
fair liquidity, with somewhat liberal early 
withdrawal provisions. However, the federal 
government has imposed its own 5 percent 
penalty for taking out your money in the first 
10 years. 

Market risk, particularly on uninsured ve- 
hicles, should be also be considered. Munici- 
pal bonds, for instance, are usually consid 
ered quite secure. But if interest rates shoot 
up, your bond may not be worth as much as it 
was when it was bought. If you need the 
money before it matures, you may be able to 
sell the bond on the secondary market, but 
perhaps at a discount. — Thomas Watterson

US government's $58 a week food plan-how practical? 
The Food Dollar

Is it possible to feed a family of four 
for $58 a week? 

The new Thrifty Food Plan, released 
with great fanfare by US Agriculture Sec 
retary John R. Block earlier this year, 
says yes. USDA officials acknowledge 
that it requires careful planning and a 
sharp eye for value food buys. 

But critics of the program, who have 
many reservations about the publicity 
campaign surrounding the latest plan, 
also contend that it may require substan 
tial changes in eating habits. 

Secretary Block, however, whose fam- 
ily followed the plan for one week, said 
he felt it was important for him to spend 
some time living within the $58 allot- 
ment. 

Why is $58 such an important figure? 

‘This is the amount that a four-member 
family (consisting of a man, woman, and 
two children) with zero income would re- 
ceive from the national food stamp pro- 
gram. The USDA has geared the Thrifty 
Food Plan to meet the nutritional require- 
ments of such a family with well-bal- 
anced meals offering a variety of foods. 

‘The meal plan includes food products 
from the produce, grains and cereals, 
meat, and dairy groups. There are no soft 
drinks, coffee, or tea on the menu, but it 
does include dessert items. 

In drafting the méal plan, the USDA 
surveyed 4,400 low-income families na- 
tionwide to determine their present eating 
habits. Then it modified the amount and 
kinds of food to fulfill daily required nu- 
tritional criteria within the $58 limit. The 
meal plan was patterned for the “typi- 
cal" low-income family, which usually 
consists of a woman and three children. 


‘ANNIE’ 


Isabel Wolf, administrator of USDA's 
Human Nutrition Information Service, 
says the new plan is more in line than 
previous food plans with the types of food 
poor people eat. But the emphasis is on 
different foods: more vegetables, fruit, 
grain products, milk and milk products, 
and beans are used. Less emphasis is put 
on meat, poultry, fish, and sweets. A se 
ries of recent seminars promoting the new 
plan in seven cities arpund the country 
was designed to get this information out 
to low-income families, as well as people 
working with food stamp recipients. 

Critics of the meal plan, however, say 
that there isn’t enough variety in the 
foods offered. According to Eileen 
Buckley, coordinating dietitian for 
Massachusets General Hospital Health 
Care Centers, the menu plan would be ac 
ceptable if people were to use it for only 
two weeks. “But,” she says, ‘for most 
people using the plan, . . . it’s a way of 
life." Ms. Buckley recommends that the 
USDA develop a two- or three-month 
plan, rather than just two weeks of 
menus. 

Ms. Buckley also says that “the por 
tions sizes are unrealistically small" and 
that “there should be more extras [such 
as ice cream cones} allowed on the plan.” 
She felt, too, that “food-preparation time 
[should] be shortened." 

Irene O'Connell, an aide for the Ex- 
panded Food and Nutrition Education 

. has devised an alternate food 
plan that falls under the $58 limit. She 
has written up her plan and is handing it 
out to her families. 

Instead of making up a menu and then 
writing a shopping list, Ms. O'Connell in 
structs the families she works with to be:

No, it wasn't the White House, 
as some punsters suggested, it 
was mighty Lake Michigan. The 
story began in 1964, when far- 
sighted Michigan fisheries 
bioligists requested and received 
1,000,000 cohoe salmon eggs from 
Oregon. 

After several months of TLC 
and carefully controlled water 
temperatures, 800,000 surviving 
fry were transferred to a larger 
hatchery, where they rapidly 
increased in size on a diet of pellet 
food. In their second year of life 
they were ready for planting in 
the Platte and Manistee rivers. 

The decision to stock Lake 
Michigan resulted from the 
reduction of sea-lamprey by 
chemical warfare and over 
abundance of alewives, a natural 
food for game-fish. It's been 
estimated that 90% (by weight) of 
the lake's fish are alewives or 


other trash fish, thus world 
record catches are anticipated. 
To date, 10-pound trout and 40- 
pound salmon are not uncommon. 

The cost of the experiment has 
been recouped many times over 
Drawing sportsmen and 
amatuers from several midland 
states, it has proven a financial 
bonanza to many Michigan and 
Wisconsin businesses. The 
original experiment was such a 
success that chinook (or king 
salmon, as they are known on the 
west coast) were introduced in 
1966.
